Tlic Proceeding:». 


ST,. Louis, July 21.—Another dark, 
dismal day broke this morning. The 
dull leaden clouds drizzled and the 
conTention city was wet and dripping;. 
But the rank and file of the populists, 
who are "early to bed and early to rise," 
were astir before 6 o'clock and about 
the hotels discussing the situation and 
silver, initative and referendum and 
income tax. The corridors of the Lin- 
dell hotel were crowded 
before. 7 
o'clock and the orations at headquart- 
ers of "the middle of the road" men at 
the Laclede had began before that hour. 


The leaders of course, were late 
putting in an appearance. The Bryan 
managers were m a jubilant frame of 
mind. They confidently claimed this 
morning that they had passed the 
rubicon and that their control of the 
convention was practically assured. 
There are conditions and details yet to 
be worked up, but they believe they 
have won the main victory—the nomi- 
nation or endorsement of the Chicago 
ticket. 


The attempt of some of the populists 
to force the withdrawal of Bewail and 
the nomination of a populist for vice 
president had been defeated by the 
stand taken by Bryan's friends, and 
the positive answer of Chairman Jones, 
of the democratic national committee^ 
thalb such a tiling could not be con- 
sidered and would not be tolerated. 


Notwithstanding the confidence of 
the Bryan managers, however, they 
will not relax their efforts. They have 
a most complete organization and every 
man has instructions for today. They 
will meet and canvass every incoming 
delegation and keep up the work of 
proselyting among those already here. 
Although they now claim the victory, 
they believe there will be a bolt of thé 
radicals, and, paradoxical acK it may 
seem, a bolt of the extremists is what 
some of the most level-headed say they 
desire. The democratic managers cer- 
tainly are not averse to a split which 
will carry 
out 
of 
the 
convention 
the extreme men. They claim the 
allegiance of some of t^ese men would 
do the ticket more harm than good. 
The battle, of course, will come on the 
floor of the convention and no one now 
douots that there will be a generous 
display of bitterness and bad blood. 


The national committee will wrestle 
with the question of organization to- 
day. The Bryan men have put forward 
General Weaver for temporary chair- 
man. This is a shrewd move. 
They 
do not believe the opposition will care 
to make a fight against their late 
standard bearer.

national sense. When the nomination 
of Teller was talked of at Chicago, 
a nomination we earnestly hoped for, 
the populists everywhere took up the 
cry and endorsed it. They did not 
think their organization would 
be 
endangered. 
Of course, there is some 
difference between the nomination of a 
democrat and a republican, but a fusion 
of the silver forces on Teller, it seems 
to me, would present practically the 
same situation which today confronts 
th9 
populists. 
Their 
organization 
would have' been as much endangered 
by Teller's nomination at Chicago and 
subsequent 
endorsement 
here 
as 
Bryan's nomination and endorsement. 
I am of the opinion that bis endorse- 
ment will not jeopardize the populist 
organization and is the only logical 
thing for this convention to do." 


"Your name has been 
canvassed 
extensively in connection with the 
presidential nomination by the popu- 
lists who want to place an independent 
ticket in the field," was suggested by 
the Associated Press reporter. 


"I appreciate very highly the com- 
pliment involved in the suggestion of 
my name," replied Mr. Towne, "but an 
independent nomination, in my opin- 
ion, is impracticable. Bryan should be 
endorsed. I am for Bryan." 


At Sea for a Candidate. 


No fact better illustrates the chaotic 
condition of the populist convention 
than the fact that with the convention 
only a day distant there is not an 
approach to crystalization of thought in 
favor of any candidate for the presi- 
dency on the part of the element 
unfavorable to the endorsement of Ifr. 
Bryan. 
The question receives ccca- 
sional attention, bat a majority of the 
"middle of the road" populists when 
interrogated upon the point reply that 
the question is one of comparative 
insignificance. 
Names are, however, 
occasionally mentioned. 
So far the 
name of Paul Vandevoort, of Omaha, 
ex-commander of the Grand Army, is 
more freqi^ently heard than that of any 
other, but his friends admit that he is 
handicapped 
by 
not 
having 
the 
endorsement of his own state, which is 
for Bryan. 


Eugene V. Debs and Congressman 
Towne of Minnesota, are also spoken of, 
but neither apparently with serious 
purposes. It is suggested that the 
discussion of Mr. Towne as a probabili.- 
ty is for the purpose of leading up to 
the nomination of Senator Pettigrew, 
who has openly joined the populist 
party. It is very apparent, however, 
that if the anti-Bryan faction should 
prove to be in the majority in the con- 
vention no 
little difficulty will be 
experienced in reaching a conclusion 
on this important point. 


Oeorela Opposed to Bryan. 


The Georgia delegation arrived today. 
H. P. Blunt, a leading member of the 
delegation, said that it would be im- 
possible to bring the delegation to the 
support of Bryan and Sewall. 
The 
populists of his state would, he said, 
construe 
the endorsement 
of the 
national democratic nominees as an en- 
couragement of democratic methods in 
Georgia's state politics, and it would be 
impossible to reconcile them to this 
course.

ITycIone Davis' Besolntion. 
Mr. Davis has prepared and will ask 
the populist convention to adopt the 
following resolution : 


"Whereas, McKinley and the re- 
publican party represent the existing 
gold standard and the petulation, which 
means that the national banking sys- 
tem is to be rechartered for fifty years 
and that our national debt is to be re- 
funded and made a gold instead of a 
coin debt, and the bonds to run fifty 
years, and 


'^Whereas, This system is to be 
fastened upon the country by a treaty 
with foreign nations under the false 
pretense of an international conference, 
which means the ultimate enslavery of 
the masses, and the complete establish- 
ment of the classes. 


"Resolved, 
That 
to 
defeat this 
measure and insure Mr. McEinley's 
defeat so far as our vote goes, we pledge 
ourselves to unite with the democrats 
on one set of electors in each state." 


This is the sentiment of the "middle 
of the road" populists. 


CongrresBinan Towne. 
Congressman Towne, of Minnesota, 
one of the silver republicans, who 
walked out of the St. Louis convention 
and who announced the severance of 
his allegiance to the republican party, 
arrived here today. He has been in 
Minnesota since the Chicago conven- 
tion and has addressed there large 
silver meetings. "The silver movement 
in Minnesota," said he, "is growing; by 
metes and bounds. Among the re- 
publicans I was amazed at the wide 
spread defection in favor of silver. The 
republicans and populists whom T saw 
were all enthusiaBtically for Bryan in 
the belief that it was only by a union 
of the silver forces that the battle for 
the restoration of silver could be won 
in this campaign. The populists of 
course, naturally want to maintain 


Bryan ana Texas. 


There was a lively skirmish in the 
Texas delegation today over a proposi- 
tion to ask Mr. Bryan to define his 
attitude towards the Omaha populist 
platform. The question was brought 
up by Harry Tracy, who proposed that 
a telegram should be sent to Mr. Bryan 
asking him if he indorsed the platform» 
Mr. Tracy made a spirited speech in 
support of the proposition, saying that 
in view of the talk of endorsing Bryan 
for president by the populist conven- 
tion, the delegates were entitled to 
know how he stood with reference to 
populist principles. 
The proposition 
was voted down by a narrow margin • 
but not until after several members had 
made speeches for and against it. Those 
who opposed the sending of the tele- 
gram took the position that it would 
be an indelicate matter to put such an 
inquiry to Mr. Bryan at this time. The 
friends of Mr. Bryan accept [the result 
with much satisfaction in view of the 
supposition that Texas was irreconcila- 
bly antagonistic to the democratic nom- 
inee. 


STONED SOLDTERS. 


Brown Hoistingr Works Strikers 
Become 
Tjawless. 


HIGH OLD TIME. 


"Middle-of-Boad" Men Encoun- 
ter Stormy Scenes. 


Indiana's Delegpatfon Will Do IVotlilng 
to Injure Daniel VoorbeesVCan- 
didacy lor Senator. 


One Picket Knocbe<I Down With 
Misslle—A StrlKer Wonndf>d 
by Bayonets. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 21.—Another 
shooting affray took place at the Brown 
Hoisting works late last night, caused 
by strikers or their sympathizers throw- 
ing bricks and stoaes at soldiers from 
behind dark places of concealment. 
One picket was hit and knocked down. 
Getting up he discharged a shot in the 
yard from where the brick came. Oa 
hearing the report several soldiers came 
to his assistance and a volley of lead 
was sent in the direction from which 
the missiles had come. It is not known 
whether any one was struck. 
The 
order has been given by the authorities 
to arrest any person who yells "scab" 
at either the non-union men or soldiers. 
Two strikers who had been indulging 
in this diversion last night attempted 
to escape arrest by jumpinin on a fast 
moving motor car. 
The motorman 
upon refusing to stop when ordered to 
do so by the soldiera received serious 
bayonet wounds. 


ST. LOUIS, July 2l.--The attempt of 
the middle of the road men to organize 
resulted in a high time. A. H. Liv- 
ingstone, of Missouri, was elected tem- 
porary chairman, and A. L. Beed tem- 
porary secretary. A row began as soon 
as the meeting was organized. A dele- 
gate from Okalahoma named Swift 
Bright, pointed out a man seated in 
front of the chairman and declared that 
he had been around the various hotels 
distributing Mark Hanna's money for 
the purpose of preventing the endorse- 
ment of Bryan and defeating the silver 
party. The man proved to be Ross, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., and denied in the m'ost 
emphatic manner that he had been en- 
gaged in any such business cr had ever 
seen the Oklahoma man before. Bricht 
claimed that 
BOBS had 
represented 
himself as fi^om Baltimore and other 
portions of the country, but upon close 
questioning he admitted that he might 
be mistaken, saying that the man 
looked very much l^e Boss. 


Latter in the meeting Hackstaff, of 
Colorado, entered and made a speech. 
The Oklohoma man said Hackstaff was 
the man. Hackstaff immediately de- 
nied that he had ever seen the Okloho- 
ma man before or that he was engaged 
in anything but an effort to select a 
straight^ out populist candidate for 
president. The Oklohoma man seemed 
to be undecided and went out. after a 
motion had been adopted requesting 
the Bryan men to leave the hall. 
Be. 
fore the last part of ttiis interesting in- 
cident occurred and shortly after the 
meeting was called to order, a motion 
was carried with a whoop that none 
but a straight out populist should be 
nominated for president. 
Then oc- 
curred a row over the fact that men 
with Bryan badges were in the room. 
It was claimed by the middle of the 
road populists that these : Bryan men 
should either get out or declare them' 
selves for a middle of the road ticket. 


There was several 
quarrels 
over 
rights of recognition and the secretary 
finally got a settlement of order by 
moving a call of the roll of states to 
secure responses and see what strength 
the middle of the road men would have 
in the convention. Arizona did not 
respond, nor did Alabama, although a 
Florida man stated that he understood 
Alabama was divided. Arkansas was 
for the Omaha platform. 
California 
was divided, but it was said the middle 
of the road men in the delegation 
would accept Bryan on a straight popu- 
list platform. There was no response 
from Connecticut. Colorado announced 
two delegations, one for Bryan and the 
other for a straight out. 


The secretary moved that the middle 
of the road men use every effort to seat 
their delegation and reject the "demo- 
cratic delegation," headed by Tom 
Patterson. This was carried with a 
shout. There were no reeponses from 
Delaware or the District of Columbia. 
Colorado and Florida announced two 
votes for the middle of the road cause. 
Georgia did not respond. 
' 


When Indiana was called, it was 
announced that the greater' portion of 
the delegation was "middle of the 
road men." The delegate making the 
announcement said that the populists 
that he represented did not propose to 
do anything that would interfere in 
the election of Daniel W. Voorhees to 
succeed himself. 


More whoops were heard when this 
announcement was made. 
Idaho was 
called. 
James Gunn said that her 
seven votes would be cast for Bryan; 
that no matter what this convention 
did, the Idaho populists would vote 
solidly for Bryan and carry the state 
for him. The secretary made the point 
of order that this was a middle of the 
road meeting and the Bryan men had 
no right to try and make "it a demo 
cratic ratification meeting." 


After some wrangling Mr. Gunn was 
granted a few minutes to make a state 
ment. 
. He detailed the hardships the 
populists had encountered and said 
that no matter what was done he 
always intended to reniain a populist. 
When Iowa was called, Secretary Reed 
entered into a discussion of the prefer- 
ences of different delegates and after 
figuring out five or six "middle of the 
road" men, he entered an emphatic 
denial of Weaver's statement that Iowa 
would cast thirty solid votes for Bryan. 
A delegate from Texas named Wood 
chipped in at nearly every announce- 
ment saying: "Texas greets you and 
promises ninety five votes to help out." 


He had pronounced the ninety-five 
votes to seat the anti-Bryan delegation 
from Colorado. He and Webster, of 
Missouri, got into a discussion of a side 
matter, and each warned the "middle 
of the road men" to keep out of cau- 
cuses of state delegations which would 
turn their votes over to Bryan. Both 
said the unit rule should be avoided 
and each vote as he saw tit. When 
Illinois was called, the announcement 
was made that there was an Altgeld 
delegation for Bryan and a Taylor 
delegation for the "middle of theroad." 
It was promptly asserted however, that 
Altgeld was not a delegate. The reply 
was made that Altgeld controlled the 
Bryan delegation. 


When Maine was called 
a 
man 
mounted a chair and stated with great 
vehemence that there was only one 
delegate from Maine present but the 
delegation was solid for the middle of 
the road. Another man with equal 
vehemence 
denied 
the 
assertion. 


Missouri as announced 
by Webster 
was with one exception solid for the 
middle of the road. A man from Mis- 
sissippi announced that that state was 
opposed to any fusion, but he could 
not speak definitely. 
Hackstaff, of 
Colorado, in speaking for that state, 
said that there was two delegations, 
the straight middle of the roid intend- 
ing to go out of the convection and 
form][another if Bryan wasi nominated. 
The meeting gave three cheers for 
him. 
: 


Hackstaff went on with his speech, 
saying the democrats were trying to 
crowd them;out of the position. "Wall 
street's emissaries" were here, he said, 
to disrupt the populist party and "turn 
it over to the rotten democratic." 
He 
detailed at length "the facts" about the 
two Colorado conventions and said the 
Bryan delegition were very bad men." 
Then ensued the incident in which the 
Okalahoma man was concerned. 


After the adoption of the motion to 
put out the Bryan men, thus cutting 
off the Okalahoma man's explanation, 
another row 
occurred. A 
German 
populist from St. Louis said it was not 
a populist, but a republican meeting. 
There were loud cries of "put him out" 
and "down with the traitor." 
"Sit down," said the chairman. 
"I won't sit down," said the Missou- 
rian; "you can't make me sit down." 


The chairman told some one to put 
him out. The German showed fight. 
A Minnesota man jumped in with fists 
doubled, and it looked lor a moment as 
if Minnesota and Missouri were going 
to shed blood. But there were enough 
men to prevent actual hostilities and 
the Missouri man was hustled toward 
the door, declaring that his money 
which paid for the hall and 
the 
badges, had been diverted from a 
straight' populist party to a faction. 
Then business resumed. The Minne- 
sota 
man 
was so mad that 
he 
would 
make 
no 
response 
for 
his state; and there was nothing 
from 
Maryland,. 
'New 
Jersey, 
New Hampshire nor North Dakota 
Ross, of New York, who also had been 
mixing up in the Hsckstaff incident, 
said he represented the middle of the 
road men. 
The call of North Carolina 
brought forth a man who said he did 
not know why, but he was the only 
one from North Carolina there. 
He 
did not know why the other delegates 
from North Carolina were not with 
them. Then Hal Ayer, from North 
Carolina, mounted a chair and stated 
"the real facts connected with the 
middle of the road movement." 
He 
said that while they had been doing 
little or nothing and was without or- 
ganization, the democrats were swallow- 
ing 
the 
populist 
party. 
Nothing 
could be done without organization. 
Western men were waiting to see what 
the southern men were going to do. 
He had.assurances that if the south 
would stand firm against Bryan there 
were enough western votes to prevent 
his endorsement. Mr. Ayer said that 
there should be a meeting to organize; 
that they wanted less enthusiasm and 
more common sense; that the only way 
they could win was by concert of 
action. 


"While we have been shouting," he 
continued, "the other fellows, with a 
perfect organization, have been gather- 
ing in the stragglers. 
It makes no 
difference how many men we may have 
if we are not organ! z?d we will be 
swallowed." 


An attempt was then made to secure 
concert of action. A meeting of the 
middle of the road men, consisting of 
three delegates from each state was 
announced to take place at the Lindell 
ai; once. A meeting of regular dele- 
gates'was announced for 4 o'clock and 
still another at the Texas headquarters. 
This proceedure interrupted the roll 
call of states and it 
was not re- 
sumed. Some of the* states, however, 
reported to the secretary, a 
West 
Virginia man announcing that but two 
delegates from the state 
were for 
Bryan, although the whole delegation 
had been claimed for him. 


Particulars have reached Manager 
Billy Meyer of a oerited licking which 
was administed to Umpire Jones at 
Washington the other day by Creiger, 
the Fort Wayne catcher. Jones, be- 
sides being a scientific fighter, is an un- 
popular umpire. He bullied Creiger at 
the hotel last Sunday, the trouble 
arising over some differences of opinion 
regarding a decision given by Jones. 
The umpire invited Creiger out into 
the yard, promising to knock several 
kinds of hav out of him. Creiger went. 
Jones is the worst done up man that 
ever showed his face in a base ball 
league. Creiger's friends will uphold 
him and no trouble is likely to result 
over the encounter.

The Fort Wayne club has a new man, 
signed last night. He is Qainn, catcher 
of the defunct Qaincy club, in the 
Western association. He will report at 
New Castle next Thursday. Quinn has 
a good record as catcher and at the 
bat.

TSRBE HAUTE, July 21.—The Nichol- 
son law, which did not become a known 
quantity in Terre Haute until about a 
month ago, or since the decision of the 
supreme court confirming its validity, 
has forced itself to the front as an im- 
portant issue in the local campaign.

coinage in no sense- rmeans that the 
government shall buy silver. 


Sixteen to bne^meims t ^ t ithe silver 
dollar shall contain sixteen times the 
weight of pure silver as the gold dollar 
of pure gold, that sixteen ounces of 
silver, or more correctly 15 988 ounces, 
for this is our present coinage ratio, 
shall be coined into the same number 
of dollars as one ounce of gold. 
The 
weight of pure gold in the dollar is 
23 22 grains. Therefore the ounce of 
gold will coin into $20.67. The weight 
of pure silver in our dollar is 371 i 
grains, or sixteen 
( 15.988) times the 
weight of gold in the gold dollar. 
Therefore the coinage value of &n 
ounce of silver under free coinage 
would be $1.2929. Consequently six 
teen ounces (accurately 15.988 ounces) 
of silver would be the equal in coinage 
value of one ounce of gold or $20.67. 


We have at tliis time free coinage of 
gold, the owner of gold bullion having 
the right to deposit at the mint and 
receive in return the same weight of 
gold in the shape of coin. Since 1873 
this privilege has been denied to the 
owner of silver bullion. 
Bimetallists 
demand that it be restored, that the 
owner of silver bullion shall have the 
rit^ht to deposit silver at the mints ior 
coinage, receiving in return for every 
412J grains of standard silver (371i 
grains of pure silver) deposited 
a 
standard dollar of 412^ grains, just as 
at this time the owner of gold bullion 
has the right to deposit it at the mints 
for coinage receiving gold coin in re- 
turn at the rate of $1 for every 258 
grains of standard gold deposited. 


If newspaper readers keep an observ- 
ant mind on the cour.se of the \s-ar in 
Cuba, they will find that whenever a 
Spanish officer has particularly distin- 
guished himself by severity and cruclty 
to Cubans and noncombatants he is 
sure to be rewarded with promotion and 
praise from the Spanish governmc^ut. A 
late instance is the ca.se of General 
Melquizo. It was Melquizo who author- 
ized and backed the outrages committed 
on the plantation of tiie Dclgados, Amer- 
ican citizens. These outrages were a 
flagrant and brutal violation of our 
treaty with Spain as well as of interna- 
tional codes of procedure in case of for- 
eign citizens, liliewi.se of the law of 
common humanity, yet, even with the 
Delgado case betweefa Spain aud the 
United States unsettled, came the news 
that Melquizo was to be promoted to a 
major generalship. 


Silver did not pltiy an important part 
in our mineral production last year, 
probably because silver mining did not 
pay. 
Our total mineral production, 
counting in petroleum, stone, coal, etc., 
amounted in 1895 to $582,000,000. Of 
this sum only $31.900,000 came from 
silver ore. 
The gold obtained from 
American mines amounted to $47,000,- 
000. There was $38,600,000 worth of 
copper mined, so that the value of the 
silver product fell $6,700,000 below 
that of the copper our mines produced. 


TBé Fr^ncli Financial System. 
France is called a bimetallist country, 
though for the present it has suspended 
the coinage of silver. 
The French gov- 
ernment coins all the metallic money. 


But under direct control of the gov- 
ernment, chartered aud practically oper- 
ated by it, is the Bank of France, which 
issues all the paper money in circulation 
in the republic. All the profits that ac- 
crue from the circulation of paper money 
belong to the republic of France and 
help pay its expenses. The bank has 
been in operation ever since 1800, when 
it received its charter, now nearly a 
century ago. Through wars, revolutions 
and insurrections, changes of govern- 
ment and the last commune, it has held 
its own, moving on in peace and power. 
When the interests of the people de- 
mand more currency, the Bank of 
France accommodates them by handing 
it out, on good security. When gold is 
scarce, the Bank of F^a^ce redeems its 
own notes in silver and hangs on to its 
gold. If its gold supply becomes low, 
the bank buys the yellow metal in the 
world's open markets and stores it or 
circulates it as seems best. It is an au- 
tocrat and has the whole power of the 
French government at its back. 


With more specie in its vaults, the 
bank issues more currency for the people 
of France. The system comes very near 
being what a certain class of American 
statesmen used to call an elastic system. 
Under its steady mai^gement, at once 
progressive and conservative, the com- 
mon people of France are today more 
prosperous than those of any other na- 
tion. ; , 


It Pays In Dollars and Cents. 
Mr. J. H. Patterson, president of the 
National Cash Register company, is of 
opinion that in actual money returns it 
pays to treat employees exactly as em- 
ployers themselves would like to be 
treated under the same circumstances. 
Below is an extract from a letter written 
by him to the extension department of 
Public Opinion: 


Two years ago we had an unorganized fac- 
tory and many employees who were merely 
eye servants. A superintendent was in charge, 
and too mucU merit In an employee was side 
tracked before it came to the officers' notice. 
Our old idea of Increasing our profits was to 
out down thé payroll; theinen's Idea'of ^ n e - 
flting themselves was.lo do aa little as possible 
•and still avoid discharge, it was the «siial, 
everyday factory system, and we proved that 
It did not pay. We then determined to inau- 
RQrate. a new policy. The factory is now in 
charge of a commitee of five peraons, each 
member serving as chairman for a month, in 
rotation. Wo stimnlate ambition by promot- 
ing from the ranks and by offering prizes for 
suggestions for improvements in the work. 
We pay dividend.?, as it were, by increasing 
the pay roll as soon as any increase is merited. 
We pay 20 of the officers and principal em- 
S 
loyees, in addition to their salaries, monthly 
ividenda in proportion to monthly shipments. 
We have established a library and reading 
room, a club for social purposes, and also an 
Advance club, so \ialled, of 200 members, 
which meets once a week, in the company's 
time, for the discussion of topics relating to 
the advancement of business. Our people have 
become a faithful, friendly, home loving and. 
home owning community, whose efficiency in 
their work has increased more than one-third. 
Vie advocate the new factory system of kind- 
ness, and good will, for we have proved to our 
satisfaction, by actual experience, that it pays 
• in every sense of the word. , ,,

One Kitchen For Many. 


Mr. J. A. Barrett, writing in The 
Journal of Hygiene, is of opinion that 
a kitchen for all the people would be 
quite,as effective as gas or water works 
for all the people are. ' He would have 
the kitchen where the people's food was 
oooked controlled by the municipal au- 
thorities, so that pore food and just 
weights and measures would be guaran- 
teed. 


The worst objection to such a couibo 
would be that the people's kitchen would 
ran into^litic^ and the place of head 
ebo!^ with perquisite^ would be as 
much sought after as commissioner of 
the watèrworks or chief of polica Tho 
appointment of public dishwasher would 
be given as a rew^d for voting "de 
boys" for a given candidate^ 


But Mr. Barrett's scheme is beauti- 
ful, all the same. 
He says : 


Let such cookery be ranked as the highest 
profession and be no longer regarded as a men- 
ial service deserving only of menial pay; for 
BO contemptible an ideal taints the very food 
we eat and morally poisons the fountains of 
life. 


Such a system, under the supervision of sal- 
aried scholarly men and women, does not 
necessarily involve public tables. It is readily 
adjustable to separate homes as now institut- 
ed. Thè consumers can purchase direct at the 
points of distribution or order the f ^ d s t^ken 
to the hoine by duly! a^pQinteddistributors at 
fixed, legal rates. The prices of such foods, 
being prepared at the public expense, should 
be based on the cost principlei covering .all 
losses, of course, and made so.cheap that the 
laboring classes will find* the easist and most 
healthful living comes from the public kitchen. 
Give the poorest and the humblest an equal 
chance to such food as the wealthy, to have 
the best of loaves and meats and drinks and 
the best of eyerythlng. We shall then have 
commenced the leveling up process of the 
masses to be proprietors of their earnings and 
social peers with other capitalizers of indus- 
try. Such a system in vogue will insure op- 
portunities to engage in the arts of life and in 
improvement of mind and character. It is safe 
to say that such a system of living would in 
the aggregate save at least 75 per cent of food 
costs. Think how healthful the people will 
thus become I Think of the practical economy 
of such a system asd tho forecast it «ives of 
the "brotherhood of mani"

A New Weed. 


A number of bad things comes from 
Russia. There are the grip, the Russian 
thistle, the nihilist and the most unde- 
sirable class of emigrants that has ever 
touched these shores. To them is now 
added a new dispensation of plague, the 
tumbling mustard, botanical 
name, 
sisymbrium altissimum. 


If in your walks through the country 
you catch sight of a tall, ungainly, 
mean looking, scraggly weed, its top 
covered with dull looking yellow flow- 
ers, a weed that is new in this country, 
the chances are 10 to 1 that it is the 
tumbling mustard. It spreads like rag- 
weed or a panic in a schoolhouse. 


The United States department of ag- 
riculture hfis issued a pamphlet minutely* 
describing it aud recommending farmers 
and gardeners to be on the lookout for 
it aud ready to exterminate it root and 
branch. It can be killed, where its pres- 
ence is recognized, by plowing it under 
before it goes to seed. It mixes itself 
with hay, gi-aln and garden vegetables 
and like an evil habit roots out better 
things. Its seeds are contained in pods 
two to four inches long. In tho fall, 
when it is old and dried up aud the 
sharp winds begin to blow, it breaks oif 
from its stem and is blown by the wind 
hither and thither, scattering its seed'« 
as it goes. 
With u good wind one 
healthy stalk can travel several miles a 
day. That is why it is callcd tumbling 
mustard.

Halifax, ]N\ S., July 21 —Tiie bark- 
entine Herbert Fuller, Captain Nash, 
from Boston July 3, for Rosario, put 
into Halifax this morning flying the 
stars and stripes at half mast with a 
black flag immediately beneath. This 
is the signal for "mutiny aboard." 
When the Fuller was boarded it was 
learned that murder had been added 
to mutiny and that Captain Kash, his 
wife, Laura, and Second OflBcer Ban- 
berry had been killed iu their bunks 
while asleep. The murders hsd been 
coiqmitted with an axe. The rooms in 
which the victims lay were covered 
with blood, showing that a severe 
struggle had taken place, and the 
bodies were horribly mutilated. 
The 
cook, Jonathan Sheere, of Rosarie, sus- 
pected the mate, Thomas Brown, and^ 
succeeded iu placing Brown in irons, 
and he afterwards ironed the man who 
was at the wheel at the time the mur- 
der was committed. 


Upon arrival of the vfsael all on 
board, including Frank Monch, of 
Boston, who was a passenger, were 
placed underarrest. The United Siates 
consul here has teletsraphed to Wash- 
ington for instructions, pending the 
receipt of which he has enjoined all 
connected with the affair to maintain 
the strictest silence. In view of these 
conditions it is difficult to obtain fur- 
ther facts, but it appears that the mur 
der was committed at 2 o'clock on the 
night of the 13lh inst. Captün Nash 
and bis wife were in their respective 
sleepiog apartments acd Banberry was 
in his, which was separated from those 
of Captain Nash and wife by the room 
occupied by Monch. It was the first 
officer's watch. When all was quiet on 
board and those below were eoundly 
Bleeping, the murderer or murderers 
crawled a't to the cabin, descended, 
and with axes chopped their victims to 
death. The affair became known not 
long afterwards. 


Then the cook, a negro, who had 
shipped at Kosario became suspicious 
of Mate 
Thomas Brown, a 
Nova 
Scotian, but a naturalized American, 
and Brown was placed in irons. The 
man who was at the wheel when the 
murder was committed was also placed 
in irons and the ship was then headed 
for Halifax. 


The bodies of the victims were all 
placed in a boat and covered with 
canvass and were towed behind the 
vessel 
They are now in charge of the 
coroner hero who will hold an icqaest. 
Police officers haye; been placed in 
charge of the Fuller under directions 
of the United States consul and nobody 
is allowed on 
board. 
The Herbert 
Fuller hails frdm Harrington, Maine. 
The murdered ceptain was forty-four 
years cf age and his wife thirty-eeven.

Although 
the iihsiirrectionists proclaimed and,set 
up a provisional governmont, a majori- 
ty of them would prefer, if they had au- 
tonomy, to lay it down aud be annexed 
to Greece. The population of the island, 
which has dwindled down taore than 
half since 1821, and now numbers only 
about 200,000, is not, however, .ill, per- 
haps net moro than half, Christian. 
Such persuasive arguments have been 
used in the shape of bribe, shotgun and 
scimiter in the last 200 years to make 
the people turn Moslem that many of 
them have done sa Crete, formerly call- 
ed Oandia, is 160 miles long, 30 miles 
wide on the average, and its capital is 
Candia.

The attempt of some of the populists 


0 force the withdrawal of Sewall and 
he nomination of a populist for vice 
resident had been defeated by the 
land taken by Bryan's friends, and 
he positive answer of Chairman Jones, 


f the democratic national j;oianiitte.ei 
hat such a thing could not be con- 
idered and would not be tolerated. 
Notwithstanding the confidence of

"I appreciate very highly the com- 


pliment involved in the suggestion of 
my name," replied Mr. Towne, "but an 
independent nomination, in my opin- 


ion, is impracticable. Bryan should be 
endorsed. I am for Bryan."

No fact better illustrates the chaotic 


condition of the populist convention 
than the fact that with the convention 
only s day distant there is not an 
approach to cryatalizition of thought in 
favor of any candidate for the presi- 
dency on the part of the element 
unfavorable to the endorsement of Mr. 
Bryan. 
The question receives occa- 


sional attention, bat a majority of the 
"middle of the road" populists when 
interrogated upon the point reply that 
the question is one of comparative 
insignificance. 
Names are, however, 


occasionally mentioned. 
So far the 


name of Paul Vandevoort, of Omaha, 
ex-commander of the Grand Army, is

Bryim ana Texas. 


There was a lively skirmish in the 


Texas delegation today over a proposi- 
tion to ask Mr. Bryan to define his 
attitude towards the Omaha populist 
platform. The question was brought 
up by Harry Tracy, who proposed that 
a telegram should be sent to Mr. Bryan 
asking him if he indorsed the platform- 
Mr. Tracy made a spirited speech in 
support of the proposition, saying that 
in view of the talk of endorsing Bryan 
Tor president by the populist conven- 
tion, the delegates were entitled to 
know how he stood with reference to 
populist principles. 
The proposition 


was voted down by a narrow margin , 
but not until after several members had 
made speeches for $nd against it. Those 
who opposed the sending of the tele- 
gram took the position that it would 
be an indelicate matter to put such an 
inquiry to Mr. Bryan at this time. The 
friends of Mr. Bryan accept [the result 
with much satisfaction in view of the 
supposition that Texas was irreconcila- 
bly antagonistic to the democratic nom 
inee.

the middle of the road men to organize 
resulted in a high time. A. H. Liv- 
ingstone, of Missouri, was elected tem- 
porary chairman, and A. L. Reed tem- 
porary secretary, A row began as soon 
as the meeting was organized. A dele- 
gate from Okalahoma named Swift 
Bright, pointed out a man seated in 
front of the chairman and declared that 
he had been around the various hotels 
distributing Mark Itanna's money for 
the purpose of preventing the endorse- 
ment of Bryan and defeating the silver 
party. The man proved to be Ross, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., and denied in the most 
emphatic manner that he had been en- 
gaged in any such business or had ever 
seen the Oklahoma man before. Bright 
claimed that Ross had 
represented 


limseifas from Baltimore and other 
)ortions of the country, but upon close 
questioning he admitted that he might 
be mistaken, saying that the man 
ooked very much like Ross. 


Latter in the meeting Haofcstaff, of 


Jolorado, entered and made a speech 
The Oklohoma man said Hackstaff was 
.he man. Hackstaff immediately de- 
nied that he hai1 ever seen the Okloho- 
ma man before or that he was engaged 
.n anything but an effort to select a 
straight out populist candidate for 
^resident. The Oklohoma man seemed 
o be undecided and went out, after a 
motion had been adopted requesting 
he Bryan men to leave the hall. Be. 
ore the last part of this interesting in- 
cident occurred and shortly after the 
meeting was called to order, a motion

There was several

rights of recognition and the secretary 
ioally got a settlement of order by 
moving a call of the roll of states to 
ecure responses and see what strength 
the middle of the road men would have 


the convention. Arizona did not 


respond, nor did Alabama, although a 
Florida man stated that he understood 
Alabama was divided. Arkansas was 
or tho Omaha platform. 
California 


was divided, but it was said the middle 
of the road men in the delegation 
would accept Bryan on a straight popu- 
ist platform. There was no response 
'rom Connecticut. Colorado announced 
;wo delegations, one for Bryan and the 
other for a straight out. 


The secretary moved that the middle 


of the road men use every effort to seat 
their delegation and reject the "demo- 
iratic delegation," headed 
by Tom 


Patterson. This was carried with a 
shout, There were no responses from 
Delaware or the District of Columbia 
Colorado and Florida announced two 
votes for the middle of the road cause. 
Georgia did not respond. 


When Indiana waa called, it was 


announced that the greater portion of 
the delegation was "middle of the 
road men." The delegate making the 
announcement said that the populists 
that he represented did not propose to 
do anything that would interfere in 
the election of Daniel W. Voorhees to 
succeed himself. 


More whoops were heard when this 


announcement was made. 
Idaho was 


called. 
James Qunn said that her 


seven votes woullbecast for Bryan; 
that no matter what this convention 
did, the Idaho populists would vote 
solidly for Bryan and carry the state 
for him. The secretary made the point 
of order that this was a middle of the 
road meeting and the Bryan men had 
no right to try and make "it a demo- 
cratic ratification meeting." 


After some wrangling Mr, Gunn was 


granted a few minutes to make a state- 
ment. 
He detailed the hardships the 


populists had encountered and said 
that no matter what was done he 
always intended to remain a populist. 
When Iowa was called, Secretary Reed 
entered into a discussion of the prefer- 
ences of different delegates and after 
figuring out five or six "middle of the 
road" men, he entered an emphatic 
denial of Weaver's statement that Iowa 
would cast thirty solid votes for Bryan. 
A delegate from Texas named Wood 
chipped in at nearly every announce- 
ment saying: "Texas greets you and 
promises ninety-five votes to help out." 


He had pronounced the ninety-five 


votes to seat the anti-Bryan delegation 
frons Colorado. He and Webster, of 
Missouri, got into a discussion of aside 
matter, and each warned the ''middle 
of the road men" to keep out of cau- 
cuses of state delegations which would 
turn their votes over to Bryan. . Both 
said the unit lule should be avoided 
and each vote as he saw fit. When 
Illinois was called, the announcement 
was made that there was an Altgeld 
delegation for Bryan and a Taylor 
delegation for the "middle of the road." 
It was promptly asserted however, that 
Altgeld was not a delegate. The reply 
was made that Altgeld controlled the 
Bryan delegation. 


When Maine was called a man 


mounted a chair and stated with great 
vehemence that there was only one 
delegate from Maine present but the

Missouri as announced 
by Webster 


was with one exception solid for the 
middle of the road. A man from Mis- 
sissippi announced that that state was 
opposed to any (inion, but he could 
not speak definitely. 
HaokstaQ, of 


Colorado, in speaking for that state, 
said that there was two delegations, 
the straight middle of the road intend- 
ing to go out cf the convention and 
form'anotber if Bryan was nominated. 
The meeting gave three cheers for 
him. 


Hackstatt went on with his speech, 


saying the democrats were trying to 
crowd them out of the position. "Wall 
street's emissaries" were here, he said, 
to disrupt the populist party and "turn 
it over to the lotten democratic." He 
detailed at length "the facts" about the 
two Colorado conventions and said the 
Bryan delegation were very bad men." 
Then ensued the incident in which the 
Okalahoma man was concerned. 


After the adoption of the motion to 


put out the Bryan men, thus cutting 
off the Okalahoma man's explanation, 
another row 
occurred. 
A German 


populist from St. Louis said it was not 
a populist, but a republican meeting. 
There were loud cries of "put him out" 
and "down with tho traitor." 


"Sit down," said the chairman. 
"I won't sit down," said the Missou- 


rian; "you can't make m« sit dorm." 


The chairman told some one to put 


him out. The German showed fight. 
A Minnesota man jumped in with fists 
doubled, and it looked lor a moment as 
f Minnesota and Missouri were going 


x> shed blood.

men to prevent actual hostilities and

>rought forth a man who said he did 
not know why, but he was the nnly 
one from North Carolina there. lie 
did not know why the other delegates 
rom North Carolina were not with 
them. Then Hal Ayer, from North 
Carolina, mounted a chair and stated 
the real facts connected with the 
middle of the road movement." 
He 


said that while they had been doing 
ittle or nothing and was without or- 
ganization, the democrats were a wallow- 
ing 
the 
populist 
party. Nothing 


could be done without organization. 
Western men were waiting to see what 
tho southern men were going to do. 
He had assurances that if the south 
would stand firm against Bryan there 
were enough western votes to prevent 
bis endorsement. Mr. Ayer said that 
there should be a meeting to organize; 
that they wanted less enthusiasm and 
more common sense; that the only way 
they could win w«s by concert of 
action. 


"While we have been shouting," he 


continued, "the other fellows, with a 
perfect organization, have been gather- 
ing in the stragglers. 
It makes no 


difference how many men we may have 
if we are not organized we will be 
swallowed." 


An attempt was then made to secure 


concert of action. A meeting of the 
middle of the road men, consisting of 
three delegates from each state was 
announced to take place at the Lindell 
ac once. A meeting of regular dele- 
gates wss announced for 4 o'clock and 
still another at the Texas headquarters.

The resolution is evidently aimed 


directly at the Civic Federation, which, 
>y means of its pgentg, procured the 
iroseoution of some forty or more 
aloonkeepers this month. 
Several 


ocal ministers paid the resolution their 
respects from the pulpits Sunday, and 
tho Civic 
Federation 
has 
already 


evinced a desiie to accept tho chal- 
enge, and make it the leading issue in 
ocal politics. Many of the more con- 
ervative democrats assort that the
